A topic of more or less general discussion is the salaries of 
executives of large eorporations—and an analysis of the pay 
roll dollar of such concerns recently made by the Umited 
States News is of much interest. The News states that out of 
every hundred dollars in the pay envelope of American busi- 
ness and industry #97 goes to wage earners and employes im 
the lower brackets—the remaining $3 being paid to executives 
for management of the large enterprises. 

It is pointed out that in 1984—when employes other than 
government employes earned $26,000,000,000 the earn- 
ers and those in the lower ‘‘white collar’’ brackets received

780,000,000, In 1935 there was an inerease of almost 10 per 
cent in the compensation of workers in business and industry.
